WILL THE BEAR TEAR THE 


ORIENT? 


While Russia clntinues to be dis- 


contented »t home It is Bending a large 
army to China to control and force 
the old Empire to become obedient to 
Ha imperial and absolute will. It is 
ckUsaed that .there is at times method 
In madness or when reason has fled 
method makes an appearance for the 
accomplishment of ends connected with 
the supposed cause of a diseased mind. 
Is Russia by its action toward China 
to enforce its claim upon Manchuria 
•when suffering under mental excite- 
ment at home !n u condition to have 
applied to It the charge of method in 
madness? If reports which continue 
to be published regarding an unusual 
feverish condition of the public mind 
are true, an attack upon China may 


• tend to relieve the pressure at home, 


upon a like theory when a counter-ir- 
ritant is applied to some part of a 
diseased system to relieve irritation in 
another part of the body. 


There seems to be a determined will 


connected with the action of the Bear 
to coerce the Orient, which may have 
a tendency to relieve the pressure 
there is in European and Western 
Asiatic Russia. A large body of the 
people in that part of the Empire men- 
tioned continue to make known their 
opposition to the existing mode of dir- 
ecting government 
in, the Empire 


which is not likely to become less pro- 
nounced in the near future than it is 
at present unless a change is made 
In the existing methods of govern- 
ment. 


War made in China may nave the 


effect to suspend the work if it does 
not remove the cause of irritation. It is 
plain to enlighten nations, and It must 
be well understoou to the more Intel- 
ligent people of the Empire that gov- 
ernment as administered in Russia will 
continue to make trouble till an up- 
heavel comes to relieve the pressure 
there is upon the people. 


Existing conditions iu the Orient, In- 


cluding the relations of other powers to 
China, 
are In a peculiar condition, 


when a question of war arises between 
Russia and the old Empire. The world 
has been deceived, if other powers in- 
terested In that country have not been 
engaged 
in demanding that China 


make no concessions to Russia In Man- 
churia by signing a convention to that 
end. 


China has refused 
to sign as 


required by Russia and war seems to 
be a result of the refusal, which seems 
from information before the world that 
China's action in that particular will 
be made a cause of war. In what posi- 
tion are the powers whose demands 
have been compiled with by China 
through a. refusal to sign with Rus- 
sia? Will 
the demands made upon 


China by other powers end In a case 
of bad faith through a refusal by 
these powers whose demands have 
been obeyed to aid China when .force 
is used to compel the old Empire to 
comply with Russia's demands respect- 
Ing a part of Chinese territory? 


There Is at least one of these powers 


whose voice has been heard demand- 
ing that China should not sign with 
Russia, whose record Is not the best 
in international matters. During the 
days of Pitt at the beginning of the 
present century little Denmark was 
required by Great Britain to surrender 
its fleet of war snips. The little com- 
monwealth explained that it had made 
an arrangement with France through 
Napoleon for protection. When protec- 
tion was offered 
by Great Britain. 


Plucky little Denmark said, "You have 
promised protection to the smau pow- 
ers on uie continent, vhich has been 
refured when required, under these 
conditions what faith can Denmark 
have in your promises?" The latter 
reply brought down the power of Great 
Britain upon Denmark and Its fleet 
was forcibly taken from it 
The tight 


little island has had many reminders 
such as the reminder given it by Den- 
mark. The United States Government 
has been largely acting in harmony 
with Great Britain in Chinese matters. 
Will it continue to so act and Join 
Great Britain in giving China a severe 
letting alone in a war declared against 
it and prosecuted by Russia, which will 
be a,result of advice given and de- 
mand* made by these powers. 


Excuses are being given out through 


the public press favorable to Russia, 
the purport of which at this time is 
that Russia has a right to declare and 
make war upon China upon its own 
account for causes not Included in the 
Boxer rebellion. 


The reply to these excuses is that 


the Bowers were aware of the right 
of Russia to make war when they were 
demanding that China should not sign 
with Russia. These excuses will not 
deceive well informed people about the 
moral position taken by the powers 
upon the question 
pending between 


Russia and China about 
Manchuria. 


The results of Russia's bluster in the 
Orient will be made known In due 
time when the moral position of the 
powers respecting their late work will 
be better understood than It is at pre- 
sent. 


China is weak and Is largely depend- 


ent upon its despollers for life, which 
to not a healthy position to be In, when 
aid is required to maintain an exis- 
tence.
